Agriculture will ultimately be taught in all rural schools. In Oklahoma it 


s required by the state constitution, in other states by law. Some states Iinve 
tried It, but in a hit-and-miss fashion. They have skimmed through book?; 
taught words, not things; repeated the same subjects every year; killed 
interest; made agriculture a dead letter. 


If we would teach agriculture in a way to bring the best results, we must 


keep it alive—must develop interest—must rotate the subjects. 


Agriculture cannot be successfully introduced In all the rural schools !n 


any state or any county at the same time. It must grow Into the schools. 
That Is the basis of the plan adopted ir. Oklahoma. 


They selected twelve County Superintendents who are live wires. 
Tlii>se 


superintendents held a three day meeting, studied how to teach a few definite 
things and collected the necessary demonstration material. 


Each of these superintendents selected from four to a dozen of his best 


teachers, in whose schools Agriculture is being tnught this year. Those teach- 
ers were given special instruction at the Teachers' Institutes. 


When the school year opened the County Superintendent and his assist- 


ants visited one of these schools nnd assisted the teacher in starting tha work' 
right. Thee a second school was visited, and a third, and so on. There are 
only a few teachers to look after this year. The work of the superintendent 
Is simplified, concentrated, mnde more effective. 


Next year other counties and other .schools will he added. 
Agriculture 


will srow into the schools. In four or five years It will be taught in every 
rural school In the state—and taught in the right way. 


We cannot vitalize agriculture in the rural schools except by rotating flic 


subjects. 


We cannot put agriculture into all the schools nt once. 
We must let 


it grow. 


And the word "agriculture" Is used here to mean anything pertainitis: to 


the life nnd welfare of the children and the people of the community—health, 
sanitation, social conditions, homo conveniences, community interest, as weil 
as the things having to do directly with farming.

AIRCRAFT WARNING 


FOR U. S. TO HEED

With the Hrilish Armies 
in 
the 
Field, Aug. 7.—There's a lesson to the 
United Stales not 1.0 make haste too 
precipitately in recent air batiles here. 
The structural defects of German air- 
crAft have been strongly illustrated 
of late. They were of machines hur- 
riedly built as a result of Gel-ninny's 
"speeding up" of aeroplane construc- 
tion. 
Now that. America is KOlng to 
hustle ur> and 
build j?re;U fleets of 


.<=uch craft she will do well to note, 
some of the resuM.s of to much speed 
and not enough precaution. 
In one week recently seven Oerman 
planes were seen literally to brak up 
in the air, the pilots and observers 
being hurled to the 
earth 
below. 
These accidents were unmistakably 
the result of faulty construction. Two 
other Russian biplanes suddenly burst 
into flames in the view of British 
lighters—for no accountable reason. 


Moreover, tho new German planes 
are exceedingly vurnerable, probably 
due to faulty material and rush work. 
One British lieutenant, the other day 
fired 40 rounds at 25 yards range— 
and broke the German's wings clear 
off. 
Another Hritish fighter turned 


his machine gun fire at, the tail of one 
of fifteen Prussian machines, from a 
distance of 60 yards. The Boehe's 
tail slid clear off and the machine 
crashed to earth. 
On the same day as this last Inci- 
dent five British flyers attacked 
a 
fleet o£ AMjatross scouts among the 
clouds. 
The fighters got separated 
shortly in the fleecy clouds and then 
it was every man for himself. 
One 


British captain, after driving off three 
Germans, hid In a cloud and awaited 
the fourth, whom he saw approach- 
ine. At the correct moment the Brit- 
isher dived out, got below his enemy, 
and fired 58 shots. 
He broke the Ger- 
man plane completely in two. 
On the following day u British air- 
fighter, battling with 
nine 
pianos, 


broke one in:o several pieces with a 
few shots, and then saw two other of 
his enemies burst into (lames. One 
fell, like a comet; the second burned 
slowly. 
On this second one the pilot, 
unable to stand the agony of the (Ire, 
leaped out. The observer, left with a 
pilotless machine, crawled out along 
the fuse!-ige. but fell off as the plane 
reared and plunged. 
Once again, six British fivers at- 
tacked twelve enemy planes. One of 
the 
German

into 
flames, one wa« crumpled by gunfire, 
and another just 
simply 
collapsed 


after IS rounds of fire. 
The moral is that. Americans will 
need The best machines and their best, 
men against the Germans. Kven then 
It would be foolhardy to expect a walk- 
over. 
Rizht now the German high com- 


mand is grouping his flyers, aware of 
the British aerial supremacy—just as 
a year ago he grouped artillery into 
traveling "circuses." The idea is that 
since the Germans are unable to main- 
tain eauality of the air everywhere 
along the front, thev can concentrate 
a flying "circus" at some weak spot, 
or at some place in the line which is 
threatened.

The wheals or welts appear and dis- 
appear irregularly and- rapidly, leav- 
ing no trace of their existence ex- 
cepting perhaps a slight redness for 
a time.

• The causes of hives are exceeding- 
ly protein. In a general way, protein 
s'ensitization seems to be the basis 
of. the trouble, and that means that 
the patient is poisoned by some ni- 


and the elimination of the

stops the hives. 
Certain drugs produce hives in per- 
sons with an "idiosyncrasy." Thus, a 
single grain of quinine may precipi- 
tate a'n attack just as the smallest 
particte of egg white does in a child 
sensitized to eggtalbumen. 
In the relief of an attack of hives, 
as a rule a cathartic should be given, 
preferably a bottle of solution of 
magnesium citrate.

As an'added precaution, the dried 
product may be heated, before being 
packed to 140 F. long enough to allow 
ihe heat to penetrate throughout it. 
This will kill'the eggs of the insects 
If vou do this, store it promptly, to 
prevent infestation.
